WASHINGTON — Presiden t Joh n son is 
sittin g on a political H-bomb — an un con ­ 
firmed report th at an assassin ation plot 
again st Cuban Dictator Castro possibly 
backfired. 
Top officials, queried by th is column , 
agreed th at a plot to assassin ate Cuban 
Dictator Fidel Castro was “con sidered” at 
th e h igh est levels of th e Cen tral In telligen ce 
Agen cy . Th e officials disagreed, h owever, 
over wh eth er th e plan was approved an d 
implemen ted. 
On e version claims th at un derworld fig­ 
ures actually were recruited to carry out 
th e plot.

President George Meaiiv has denied that 
the AFL-CID receives CIA money: b ut it 
does 
Furlliermore, p art of the money is 
used to follow foreign p olicy ex actly op ­ 
p osite to that of President dohnson. 
Backstage story of the CIA b attle inside 
the Lab or Federation goes b ack to May 
22, when Victor Rtuthcr. b rother of the 
President of the United Automob ile Work­ 
ers and head of the Auto Workers’ Inter­ 
national Affairs Dep artment, charged that 
Central Intelligence money was “involved" 
in the AFL-CIO. 
Victor stated in eifett that AFL foreign 
alfairs activities are a vcstp ocket op eration 
run b v J. Lovestone, who seems to have 
b rought into the la’aor movement the work­ 
ing nab its and undei'cover techniques which 
he learned elsewhe*e, and finds it is aw­ 
fully hard to b reak those hab its. 
,AFL sup p orters of Lovestone immediately 
.« aw red. ex p ecially Joe Beirne. head of the 
Communications Workers. Beirne wrote a 
letter to Meany demanding that Victor 
Rcuthci b e discip lined. Meany referred the 
matter to the nex t AFL-CIO c.x eculive coun­ 
cil. Waller Rcuther, b iothe» ' of Victor, count­ 
ered t\v asking for a review of all the 
Meany-iovcstone foreign p olicies during re­ 
cent years, which included op p osition to cul­ 
ture ex changes wdth East Europ ean Com­ 
munist countries and op p osition to trade 
with Russia. 
Keulher Is Slap p ed 
At this p oint it looked as it there might 
b e a b itter cal-and-dog fight b etween p ower­ 
ful lab or ex ecutives just f*n the eve of a 
congix v;sional election in which united lab or 
sup p ort was needed tor the reelection of 
lib eial congressman. 
So W'altcT Reuther — rep ortedly at the 
suggestion of the White Hou.se - ap p roach­ 
ed Meany with a p rop osition that the re­ 
view oi AFL-CIO foreign p olicy b e p ost­ 
p oned untii after Ihe Novemb er election. 
Meany agreed. He told Rcuther to p rop ose 
such a resolution at the up coming ex ecutive 
council meeting. “ I will second it," he said. 
But al the meeting, held August 22, Jay 
Lovcidonc p rop osed a surp rise resolution 
which endorsed Meany's entire foreign p o­ 
licy lor the p ostwar yeais. It w'as consider­ 
ed a doub le-cross of Rcuther. 
The vote on the Lovestone resolution was 
21 to 2, with only Waller Rcuther and Joe 
Curran, President of the Maritime Union, 
op p osing it.

Beirne p articularly defended the American 
institute for free lab or d e v e l o p m e n t 
(AIFLDi, which has sp ent ten of millions of 
dollars in Latin America, most of it from 
the CIA since it receives only ab out $200,- 
000 annually from the AFL-CIO and ab out 
$280 OOfi from b usine.ss ex ecutives such a.s 
Peter Grace of the Grace Steamship lines. 
Meany Gets Slap p ed 
Earlier, Meany had tried to withdraw 
American sup p ort from the International La­ 
b or office b ecause the 1LÜ, with headquar­ 
ters in Geneva, had elected a Polish Presi­ 
dent—a Communist 
The showdown over Communist lab or 
union p articip ation ir: the ILO illustrates the 
b asic diflerence b elv;een Meany and Love­ 
stone on one side, with the Reuther b rothers 
and several CIO leaders oi. the other. 
The International Lab or Office is the old­ 
est international organization, having b een 
started b y the League of Nations 20 years 
b efore the founding of the United Nations. 
For many years Communist nations b oy­ 
cotted it, b ut they affiliated in ’45 when the 
U.N. was created. It has b een the op inion 
of Dav.d Morse, head cf the U.S. delega­ 
tion to the ILO, and of Jim Carey, former 
head of the United Electrical Workers, that 
the Communist lab or unions were b ecoming 
more indep endent ol their governments and 
learning more toward the typ e of trade 
unionsim ex isting in the West.

Later, during the lv)66 election. Meany and 
Lovestone again swung their influence, b ack­ 
ed b v CIA money, to dcleat Bosch.

They arc only a few of some 102 similar 
messages — from Aid to Higher Education

—sp onsored b y the Advertising Council last 
year through the media of newsp ap ers, 
magazines, radio, television, transit cards, 
outdoor p osters‘and direct mail. 


In the fiscal year ended last June, the ad­ 
vertising and communications industries 
contrib uted no less than $236 million worth 
of such p ub lic service advertising. All of it 
was donated through the Advertising Coun­ 
cil, a nonp rofit, nonp artisan organization 
which for nearly a quarter of a century 
has b een demonstrating how the p rivate 
sector of the economy can work voluntarily 
for the p ub lic good. 


The United States p roduces more than 
a b illion metal tub es annually, ab out half 
of these b eing used for toothp aste. 


Tax Matters 


This column of questions 
and answers on Federal tax 
matters is p rovided b y the 
local office of the U.S. In­ 
ternal Revenue Service and 
is p ub lished as a p ub lic 
service to tax p ayers. The 
column answers questions 
most frequently asked b y 
tax p ayers. 


Q — When docs the law on 
direct filing with service cen­ 
ters go into effect? 
A — The law requiring re­ 
turns to b e mailed direct to 
service centers will b e imp le­ 
mented in stages. This year no 
individual income tax return 
will b e required to b e sent di­ 
rect to the service center al­ 
though in 
many districts re­ 
turns calling for a refund can 
b e mailed directly to the service 
center to sp eed up p rocessing. 
Check p age 10 of the Form 1040 
instruction b ooklet for the mail­ 
ing address you should use this 
year. 
Q — Is it true that you don’t 
have to p rovide over half a p er­ 
son's sup p ort to b e ab le to 
claim him as a dep endent? I’ve 
heard that if several p eop le 
chip p ed in to sup p ort someone 
then it was up to the group 
doing the sup p orting to decide 
who should claim the dep end­ 
ency ex emp tion. Is that right? 
A — Under some circumstan­ 
ces that is correct. 
Cases like this usually arise 
when several memb ers of a 
family contrib ute jointly to the 
sup p ort of 
another memb er. 
When the other tests for claim­ 
ing a dep endent are met, and 
when several p eop le together 
have p rovided more than half 
sup p ort of a p erson b ut no one 
p erson has contrib uted more 
than half, they may agree to 
p ermit one of them to claim 
the ex emp tion. 
To do this, the p erson who 
takes the ex emp tion must have 
contrib uted over 10 p er cent of 
the « up p ort and the others who 
contrib uted over 10 p er cent 
must sign a declaration that 
they will not claim the ex emp ­ 
tion for that year. These decla­ 
rations must b e filed with the 
return of the one claiming the 
ex emp tion.
